The Children’s Trust Fund (CTF) spent Fiscal Year 2018 assessing and planning 
for our future. With a new Executive Director and many new Board members, it 
was a natural time to take stock of where we were and where we wanted to be. 


Our plan for Fiscal Year 2019 reflects the beginning of changes to CTF’s funding 
strategy. We see it as an evolution, not a dramatic shift. Additionally, much of 
FY 2019 will be spent internally, with CTF working to strengthen its core functions 
related to staff capacity, programming, grant making and evaluation.
